WASHINGTON  (AP)  - 
The  White  House  announced 
Monday  a  five-year  grain  deal 
with,  the  Soviet  Union 
providing  for  the  purchase  of 
at  least  six  million  metric 
tons  of  Wheat  and  corn 
annually  at  prevailing  market 
prices, 

Officials  estimated  the 
five-year  deal’s  worth  at 
about  $  1  billion  a  year.  It  was 
hailed  by  President  Ford  as 
“a  positive  step”  in  relations 
between  the  two  superpowers 
and  one  that  would  benefit 
American  farmers,  workers 
and  consumers. 

Oil  offered 

In  a  parallel  move,  the 
Soviet  Union  agreed  to  offer 
for  sale  200,000  barrels  of 
crude  oil  and  other  petroleum 
products  a  day  over  the 
five-year  period.  Negotiations 
on  final  terms  are  to  be 
completed  later  this  month. 

There  was  no  immediate 
indication  on  whether  the  oil 
would  be  sold  below  the 
cartel  price  fixed  by  the 
13-nation  Organization  of 
Petroleum  Exporting 
Countries  OPEC.  But  Frank 
Zarb,  head  of  the  Federal 
Energy  Administration, 
hinted  at  a  discount,  saying 
“we  need  to  have  beneficial 
terms.” 

Even  though  the  Russian 


oil  represents  a  fraction  of 
daily  U.S.  imports  of  some 
5.8  million  barrels,  the 
administration  sought  a 
cut-rate  price  as  a  sign  to 
OPEC  that  it  cannot  wholly 
dominate  prices  on  the  world 
market. 

Moratorium  lifted 
With  the  announcement, 
President  Ford  lifted  the 
moratorium  he  imposed  last 
summer  on  grain  sales  after  a 
poor  Russian  harvest  led  to 
the  purchase  of  9.8  million 
metric  tons  from  American 
exporters.  According  to  some 
economists,  this  probably  will 
result  in  a  jump  of  consumer 
prices  here  over  the  next  few 
months. 


Simultaneously,  AFL-CIO 
Pres.  George  Meany  said  the 
International  Longshoremen’s 
Association  dropped  its 
embargo  on  loading  grain  for 
Soviet  ports.  “This  is  good 
news  for  American  consumers 
and  farmers,”  Meany  said  of 
the  dead. 

The  terms 

The  terms  provide  for  the 
following: 

1.  The  Soviet  Union  will 
buy  a  minimum  of  six  million 
metric  tons  of  wheat  and 
corn  each  year  with  an  option 
to  buy  an  additional  two 
million  tons  without 
government-to-government 
consultation. 

2 .  The  U.S.  government 


reserved  the  right  to  reduce 
the  quantity  to  be  sold  in  any 
one  crop  year  if  the  estimated 
total  U.S.  grain  stockpile  is 
less  than  225  million  tons. 

3.  The  deal  begins  Oct.  1, 
1976,  and  runs  to  Sept.  30, 
1981. 

4.  The  Soviets  promise  to 
try  to  space  their  purchases 
and  shipments  as  evenly  as 
possible  over  each  year  and 
that  any  additional  sales 
undertaken  from  the  current 
crop  will  not  be  of  such  a 
volume  to  disrupt  the  U.S. 
market. 

Butz  estimates 

Secretary  of  Agriculture 
Earl  Butz  estimated 


additional  grain  sales  this  year 
would  amount  to  no  more 
than  seven  million  metric 
tons  since  the  Russians  have 
been  buying  from  other 
sources  during  the  American 
moratorium.  He  said  the 
overall  impact  on  bread  prices 
would  be  “negligible,” 
amounting  to  about  one 
penny  on  a  45-cent  loaf. 

Current  crop 

The  current  U.S.  feed  grain 
crop,  which  does  not  include 
corn  and  wheat,  is  183.6 
million  metric  tons.  Com 
production  is  at  a  record 
145.7  million  metric  tons 
with  wheat  also  at  a  record 
58.2  million  tons. 


Deer,  casualties  down 


Two  men  indicted 
in  plots  to  kill  Ford 


The  number  of  deer  taken  this  year  is 
down  as  well  as  the  number  of  casualties 
occurring  during  the  hunt,  according  to 
a  Wildlife  Resources  spokesman. 

LaVar  Ware,  Wildlife  Resources 
spokesman,  said  the  number  of  deer 
taken  this  year  will  be  lower  than  last 
year  because  of  the  reduced  deer  herds. 
He  said  the  herds  are  down  because  of 
the  hard  winter  last  year. 

Ware  attributed  this  year’s  reduction 
in  injuries  and  casualties  to  the  change 
in  the  law  requiring  hunters  to  wear  400 
square  inches  of  flame  orange  on  the 
chest,  back  and  head. 

So  far  this  year,  there  have  been  five 
deaths  attributed  to  the  hunt! 

Boyd  L.  Harvey,  40,  Huntington,  was 
shot  while  riding  his  horse  Saturday  in 


Carbon  County. 

Carl  R.  Boshard,  48,  of  Las  Vegas, 
died  of  a  heart  attack  while  hunting 
near  Cedar  City. 

Harvey  Brewer,  42,  of  Tooele  was 
wounded  when  his  gun  accidentally 
went  off  and  died  after  surgery  in  a  Salt 
Lake  hospital. 

Danny  L.  Owens,  24,  Salt  Lake  City, 
was  killed  when  the  pickup  he  was 
riding  in  went  off  the  road  and  rolled 
near  Vernal  Friday  night. 

Howard  Twitchell,  21,  Panguitch, 
died  in  a  trailer  camper  fire  Friday  night 
in  Garfield  County. 

Four  other  persons  were  reported 
injured  from  shooting  accidents  this 
weekend. 

Employes  of  four  sporting  goods 
stores  in  the  Provo-Orem  area  said  some 
2,000  hunting  licenses  were  sold  the 
week  before  the  hunt.  The  employes 


agreed  that  the  deer  hunting  season  was 
the  biggest  time  of  the  year  for  license 
sales. 

A  sales  representative  for  one  of  the 
local  beer  distributors  said  there  is  a 
definite  increase  of  beer  sales  during  the 
hunt. 

Ware  said  Wildlife  Resource  officials 
were  concerned  about  the  consumption 
of  alcoholic  beverages  during  the 
hunting  season.  He  noted  that  there  is  a 
law  prohibiting  anyone  from  hunting 
while  under  the  influence  of  alcohol.  He 
said  there  are  a  few  arrests  made  each 
year,  but  the  law  is  difficult  to  enforce. 

Ware  commented  that  the  areas 
closest  to  the  population  centers  were 
the  most  heavily  hunted.  Also,  he. said 
that  areas  accessible  by  roads  were 
hunted  every  year. 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  - 
Two  men  were  indicted 
Monday  on  federal  charges  of 
plotting  to  assassinate 
President  Ford  in  Sacramento 
by  shooting  him  and  bombing 
a  sewer  line. 

The  defendants  are  Gary 
Steven  DeSure,  32,  whose  last 
known  address  was  Warm 
Springs,  Mont.,  and  Preston 
Michael  Mayo,  24,  of  Warren 
County,  Va.  Both  were  listed 
as  unemployed. 

They  were  arraigned  last 
month  by  a  U.S.  Magistrate  in 
Santa  Barbara,  Calif.,  and  are 
being  held  there  on  $100,000 
bail  each. 

The  indictment  charged  the 
two  conspired  to  plant  a 
bomb  in  a  street  sewer  near 
the  California  State  Capitol 


during  a  presidential  visit 
there.  DeSure  “would 
detonate  the  explosives  and 
stand  as  a  lookout”  and  Mayo 
“would  fire  a  shot  at  the 
President,”  the  indictment 
said. 

The  alleged  plot  apparently 
was  to  have  been  carried  out 
on  Sept.  5  during  Ford’s  visit 
to  Sacramento. 

Ford  was  the  target  of  an 
apparent  assassination 
attempt  during  that  visit 
when  Lynette  Fromme  pulled 
a  gun  as  he  strolled  toward 
the  capitol. 

DeSure  and  Mayo  were  in 
jail  in  Sant  Barbara,  Calif.,  on 
Sept.  5  after  being  arrested 
on  Aug.  26  on  state  theft 
charges,  the  J.ustice 
Department  said. 
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UNITED  NATIONS,  N.Y.  (AP)  -  The  United  Nations 
Security  Council  met  to  take  up  Spain’s  request  for  action  to 
dissuade  Morocco  from  sending  350,000  unarmed  civilians 
into  the  disputed  Spanish  Sahara. 

Sources  said  Spanish  Ambassador  Jaime  de  Pinies  would 
ask  the  council  to  send  U.N.  observers  to  the  frontier, 
between  Morocco  and  the  Spanish  colony. 

At  the  same  time,  the  Spanish  cabinet  went  into  urgent 
session  in  Madrid  to  try  to  avoid  a  confrontation  with 
Morocco. 

A  Moroccan  official  in  Rabat  said  the  only  thing  that  can 
stop  the  march  is  a  Spanish  declaration  recognizing 
Morocco’s  claim  to  the  northern  part  of  the  mineral-rich 
territory  and  offering  to  discuss  arrangements  for  handing  it 
over.

Spanking  OK, 
court  decides 

WASHINGTON  (AP)  - 
The  Supreme  Court  ruled 
Monday  that  public  school 
teachers  may  spank  pupils, 
even  if  their  parents  object, 
but  must  ordinarily  try  some 
other,  means  of  punishment 
first. 

The  court  then  recessed 
until  Nov.  3. 

In  the  corporal  punishment 
case,  the  court  affirmed 
without  comment  a  decision 
of  a  three-judge  federal  court 
in  North  Carolina  upholding 
the  spanking  of  a  six-grade 
pupil  in  a  Gibsonville,  N.C., 
school. 

The  lower  court  held  that 
the  spanking  was  not  a 
constitutionally  prohibited 
“cruel  and  unusual 
punishment.”

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Brigham  Young  University  is  committed  to 
equal  opportunity  for  men  and  women  in  education 
and  employment.  Its  Board  of  Trustees  has  adopted 
a  policy  forbidding  sex  discrimination. 

The  University  is  already  in  compliance  with 
many  of  the  regulations  issued  under  Title  IX  of  the 
Education  Amendments  Act  of  1972  by  the  United 
States  Department  of  Health,  Education  and  Wel¬ 
fare.  Any  past  policy  or  practice  of  the  University 
which  may  have  implied  discrimination  on  the  basis 
of  sex  has  been  corrected. 

While  affirming  the  goal  of  equal  opportunity, 
Brigham  Young  University  challenges  the  legality 


and  constitutionality  of  certain  Title  IX  regulations 
because  they  exceed  the  statutory  authority  of  the 
Department  and  infringe  on  religious  freedom. 

BYU’s  opposition  to  parts  of  6  of  the  43  desig¬ 
nated  regulations  issued  by  an  executive  agency 
should  not  be  taken  as  defiance  of  the  law  or  of  the 
Federal  Government.  The  University  believes  its  po¬ 
sition  is  authorized  by  the  Constitution  and  laws  of 
the  United  States.  BYU  will  comply  with  any  regula¬ 
tions  which  the  courts  ultimately  sustain  as  lawful. 


This  notification  also  states  the  position  of  Brig¬ 
ham  Young  University-Hawaii  Campus,  LDS  Busi¬ 
ness  College,  and  Ricks  College.

REQUIREMENT  FOR  NOTICE 

On  July  21,  1975  the  United  States  Department  of  Health, 
Education  and  Welfare  published  extensive  regulations  purport¬ 
ing  to  enforce  Title  IX  of  the  Education  Amendments  of  1972, 
which  prohibits  sex  discrimination  in  federally  assisted  educa- 
.,  tional  programs.  Section  86.9  of  the  regulations  gives  each 
SliM’l  educational  institution  90  days  to  publish  a  notice  that  it  does 
NOW  "lit  not  discriminate  among  applicants  for  admission  or  employment 
or  among  students  or  employees  on  the  basis  of  sex.  Educational 
J/CI  1  institutions  are  also  required  to  state  their  policies  for  com- 
fj\tv  I  pliance  with  the  Title  IX  Regulations. 

POLICY  FORBIDDING  SEX  DISCRIMINATION 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Brigham  Young  University  en- 
dorses  the  goal  of  equal  opportunity  for  men  and  women  in 
3 If',  education  and  employment.  Brigham  Young  University  does  not 
discriminate  on  the  basis  of  sex  among  its  students  or  employees, 
or  among  applicants  for  admission  or  employment.  We  support 
the  nondiscrimination  laws  and  have  modified  various  University 
policies  or  procedures  which  in  the  past  may  have  been  inter¬ 
preted  as  discrimination  on  the  basis  of  sex. 

POSITIVE  ACTIONS  TAKEN 

The  University  has  taken  major  steps  to  insure  equal  op¬ 
portunities  for  men  and  women.  University  scholarships  are 
now  awarded  without  discrimination.  Women’s  athletic  pro¬ 
grams  have  received  increased  financial  support,  and  women’s 
access  td  facilities  and  their  opportunities  for  participation  have 
increased  significantly.  Housing  regulations  for  women  are  no 
longer  more  restrictive  than  those  for  men.  Salaries  of  women 
faculty  and  staff  members  are  regularly  reviewed  to  insure  that 
women  are  receiving  equal  pay  for  equal  work.  Policies  are  in 
effect  which  guarantee  nondiscrimination  in  hiring  and  promo¬ 
tion,  and  any  inequities  are  being  identified  and  corrected. 
University  departments  and  colleges  have  been  challenged  to 
avoid  sex  stereotyping  in  textbooks,  curriculum,  and  student  ad¬ 
visement.  University  leaders  are  urging  women  students  to 
pursue  their  educational  interests  with  seriousness  and  vigor. 

REFUSAL  TO  FOLLOW  CERTAIN  REGULATIONS 

Title  IX  (the  statutory  law)  forbids  sex  discrimination  in 
every  “education  program  or  activity  receiving  federal  financial 
assistance.”  However,  the  regulations  issued  by  the  Depart¬ 
ment  purport  to  dictate  policies  and  activities  in  many  areas 
of  the  University,  whether  or  not  such  policies  or  activities  in¬ 
volve  “education”  and  whether  or  not  they  concern  a  “program 


or  activity  receiving  federal  financial  assistance.”  The  regula¬ 
tions  effectively  ignore  these  important  qualifying  words  in 
the  statute.  They  extend  government  powers  well  beyond  those 
granted  by  the  statute  by  insisting  that  if  any  part  or  area  of 
an  institution  receives  direct  or  indirect  federal  financial  as¬ 
sistance  (such  as  by  enrolling  students  who  receive  federal  aid), 
then  the  entire  institution  is  subject  to  federal  regulation.  We 
reject  this  all-inclusive  interpretation,  believing  that  many  of 
the  regulations  are  unlawful  because  they  exceed  the  Depart¬ 
ment’s  statutory  authority  under  Title  IX. 

BYU  has  traditionally  refused  all  federal  grants.  We  have 
limited  our  receipt  of  federal  funds  to  a  few  programs  in  which 
the  government  receives  a  service  equal  in  value  to  its  payments. 
While  some  of  our  students  receive  federal  assistance  (such  as 
veteran’s  benefits),  the  statute  does  not  suggest  that  payments 
to  students  should  be  a  basis  for  regulating  every  educational 
policy  and  activity  of  the  institution.  We  therefore  believe  that 
most  of  our  activities  are  not  subject  to  the  regulations. 

We  also  believe  that  some  of  the  regulations  are  unconsti¬ 
tutional  because  they  violate  the  due  process  clause  or  the  con¬ 
stitutional  guarantee  of  the  freedom  of  religion. 

Nevertheless,  we  voluntarily  choose  to  follow  many  of  the 
regulations  because  we  believe  them  to  embody  policies  which 
are  fair  and  just.  But  where  we  believe  the  regulations  are 
unconstitutional  or  illegal  and  where  they  prohibit  or  inter¬ 
fere  with  the  teaching  or  practice  of  high  moral  principles,  we 
will  not  follow  them. 

UNLAWFUL  REGULATIONS 

H. E.W.  regulations  the  University  will  not  follow  are: 

I.  §86.2  (g)  and  (h) :  Contrary  to  the  broad  definitions  in 
this  regulation,  a  university  program  or  activity  not  receiving 
federal  financial  assistance  is  not  subject  to  the  regulations. 
However,  the  University  will  not  discriminate  on  the  basis  of 
sex  in  any  university  program  or  activity  regardless  of  the  ap¬ 
plicability  of  the  regulations. 

2.  §86.12 :  The  University  will  notify  the  Department  that 

it  is  exempt  from  certain  regulations  on  the  ground  of  religious 
belief.  However,  the  Constitution  forbids  the  Department  from 
making  any  judgment  as  to  the  content  or  sincerity  of  religious 
belief.  We  will  resist  any  attempt  by  the  Department  to  rule  on 
the  validity  of  our  constitutional  claim.  > 

3.  §§86.21  (c),  86.40,  and  86.57(b) :  Brigham  Young  Uni¬ 
versity  will  not  follow  the  provisions  of  these  regulations  to  the 


extent  that  they  prohibit  certain  inquiries  into  or  actions  based 
upon  the  marital  or  parental  status  or  the  pregnancy  or  termi¬ 
nation  of  pregnancy  of  present  or  prospective  students  or  em¬ 
ployees.  BYU  teaches  and  enforces  strict  adherence  to  the  high¬ 
est  Christian  standards  of  sexual  morality.  Our  standards  of 
behavior  and  our  admissions,  hiring  and  dismissal  policies  re¬ 
lated  to  sexual  behavior  are  identical  for  both  sexes.  Where  an 
inquiry  or  action  prohibited  by  the  regulations  may  be  necessary 
to  create  or  enforce  the  moral  climate  we  desire  at  BYU,  we 
will  disregard  the  contrary  requirements  of  the  regulations. 

4.  §86 : 31(b)  (5)  :  BYU  will  continue  to  enforce  rules  of 
appearance  which  differ  for  men  and  women  because  we  believe 
that  differences  in  dress  and  grooming  of  men  and  women  are 
proper  expressions  of  God-given  differences  in  the  sexes.  We 
will  resist  the  imposition  of  a  unisex  standard  of  appearance. 

5.  §§86.31  (c)  and  86.37(b) :  BYU  will  not  discriminate  in 
any  federally  financed  student  aid  programs  or  in  the  Univer¬ 
sity’s  own  financial  aid.  BYU  will  also  endeavor  to  persuade 
private  donors  to  refrain  from  discrimination  on  the  grounds 
of  sex.  Because  this  regulation  would  require  us  to  breach 
agreements  with  previous  donors,  the  University  will  continue 
to  administer  existing  privately  financed  student  aid  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  conditions  imposed  by  the  donors.  We  believe  the 
regulations’  requirement  that  universities  not  administer  fi¬ 
nancial  aid  restricted  to  one  sex  deprives  private  donors  of 
property  without  due  process  of  law.  Congress  must  not  have 
intended  that  a  statute  forbidding  misuse  of  federal  aid  serve 
as  the  basis  for  depriving  private  donors  of  their  right  to  use 
their  property  as  they  see  fit. 

6.  §§86.37  (c)  and  86.41 :  The  sections  of  the  regulations 
dealing  with  athletics  are  not  clear.  They  have  been  the  subject 
of  widespread  controversy  over  their  meaning  and  coverage.  We 
do  not  concede  that  these  regulations  apply  to  our  athletic  pro¬ 
gram,  which  is  not  an  “education  program  or  activity  receiving 
federal  financial  assistance.”  Our  women’s  athletic  program  is 
among  the  best  in  the  nation.  We  are  confident  that  our  volun¬ 
tary  efforts  to  improve  athletic  opportunities  for  women  will 
meet  or  exceed  the  requirements  of  the  regulations  within  the 
three-year  implementation  period. 

OUR  POSITION  IS  LAWFUL 

Our  stand  in  opposition  to  these  regulations  should  not  be 
taken  as  defiance  of  the  law  or  the  federal  government.  We  be¬ 
lieve  our  position  is  lawful — that  it  is  the  Department  of  Health, 
Education  and  Welfare  that  is  violating  the  constitutional  and 
statutory  law.  Our  Church  teaches  the  necessity  of  “obeying, 
honoring  and  sustaining  the  law”  (Articles  of  Faith  12)  and  of 
“befriending  that  law  which  is  the  constitutional  law  of  the  land” 
(Doc.  &  Cov.  98:6).  Therefore,  we  will  comply  with  any  regula¬ 
tion  ultimately  sustained  as  lawful  by  the  courts  of  the  United 
States.  In  the  interim  we  will  follow  the  policies  outlined  above, 
which  represent  our  best  judgment  on  the  meaning  of  the  con¬ 
stitution  and  laws  that  govern  us. 

While  we  have  based  our  refusal  to  comply  with  certain 
regulations  on  the  grounds  that  they  exceed  statutory  authority 
and  violate  our  constitutional  rights  relating  to  religion,  we  also 
oppose  such,  regulations  on  moral  grounds.  The  teaching  of 
honesty,  integrity  and  chastity  must  not  become  exclusively  the 
province  of  religion.  If  our  government  not  only  abandons  the 
advocacy  of  moral  standards  but  positively  prohibits  the  practice 
of  such  values  at  teaching  institutions,  as  these  regulations  ap¬ 
pear  to  do,  the  destruction  of  America  as  a  great  nation  will  be 
both  imminent  and  inevitable.

Students  may  now  study  the  major 
literature  of  a  foreign  language  without 
learning  the  language  first. 

BYU  has  made  that  possible  through  a 
series  of  classes  in  “Literature  in 
Translation,”  according  to  Dr.  Allan  F.  _ 
Keele,  assistant  professor  of  German. 

Courses  in  German,  Scandinavian;  Russian, 
Chinese  and  Japanese  literature  will  be 
taught  during  winter  semester,  said  Dr. 
Keele.  More  information  and  directions  on 
how  to  register  for  these  courses  can  be 
obtained  from  the  respective,  departments. 

“Translations  of  literature  are  unreliable  at 
best,”  said  Dr.  Keele.  Under  this  program 
the  student  gets  a  good  translation  from 


someone  who  thoroughly  knows  the 
language,  culture  and  literature  of  the 
country. 

“The  theory  is  that  the  major  languages  of 
the  world  have  great  literature,”  said  Dr. 
Keele. 

People  who  don’t  know  these  languages 
but  want  to  study  the  literature  have  two 
choices.  They  either  read  a  poor  translation, 
or  they  take  one  of  these  classes  and  “get  an 
accurated  translation  and  understanding 
without  knowing  the  language  fluently,” 
said  Dr.  Keele. 

All  students  and  language  majors  and 
minors  are  encouraged  to  take  these  classes, 
Dr.  Keele  concluded.
